T u e s d a y ' s direct p r i m a r y election p r o v e d to b e t h e m o s t complicated and e x h a u s t i n g contest ever held in the 
C o v i n a valley. 
If every v o t e r could have w a t c h e d the election b o a r d s at work all night, engaged In the terrible 
toil of tallying ballots o n s i x p a r t y designations, t h e r e is no doubt but that the direct p r i m a r y would be legislated 
o u t of existence. 
It is n o t h i n g short of a terrible experience. 


F r o m 6 o'clock o n T u e s d a y m o r n i n g until 7 o'clock at night, the m e m b e r s of tbei election b o a r d s w o r k e d with 
few b r e a t h i n g spells, t a k i n g i n t h e v o t e s of t h e six parties, Instructing the bewildered ones, of which there were 
m a n y , a n d a t t e m p t i n g t o o b s e r v e all the complicated t h i n g s which s u r r o u n d the u n h a p p y California voter. 
T h e n , 
on t h e closing of t h e polls at 7 o'clock, the b o a r d s b e g a n the tallying of the m u l t a . 
From that time, until 8, 9 
a n d 10 o'clock t h e following morning, t h e m e m b e r s of t h e election b o a r d s in t h e p r e c i n c t s of the Covina 
valley 
-worked a t a terrible tension -without a m o m e n t for food or rest. 
It w a s the ^ a m e all over t h e state of Califor­ 
nia, b u t p r o b a b l y intensified in t h e Covina valley, w h e r e a local fight for t h e position of Justice of the peace a n d 
t h e fact t h a t t h e valley h a d a c a n d i d a t e in t h e r u n n i n g for s u p e r v i s o r m a d e t h e vote m u c h heavier t h a n i n o t h e r 
localities.

If t h e election b o a r d s h a d b e e n counting t h e votes t h a t would h a v e elected a s t a t e ticket for four yeafs, t h e 
s t r a i n a n d tensity, t h e exhaustion a n d d a n g e r to health would h a v e been a t least d o n e for s o m e t h i n g .

cannot 
possibly b e a c c u r a t e w o r k d o n e by an 
election b o a r d u n d e r such c i r c u m s t a n c e s . 
P h y s i c a l exhaustion 
m a k e s for m i s t a k e s . 
T h e s e m i s t a k e s will not b e 
discovered u n l e s s t h e r e Is a c o n t e s t a m o n g t h e c a n d i d a t e s In particular sections. 
B u t It Is too m u c h to a s k an elec­ 
tion board to tally e v e r y t h i n g correctly after a d a y a n d a night of such cruel labor. 


It Is entirely within t h e realm of s e n s e for t h e c o u n t y to employ t w o election b o a r d s In each precinct, paying 
t h e m e m b e r s Just half a s m u c h a s Is paid u n d e r t h e p r e s e n t system. 
T h e v o t e s could t h e n b e counted every hour,

All of t h e s e tblrty-slx n a m e s h a d t o be tallied laboriously, a n d t h e t w e n t y receiving t h e highest vote 
will a p p e a r o n t h e ballot a t t h e general election, w h e r e t h e v o t e r will again select ten, a n d t h e w h o l e t h i n g will 
h a v e to b e done over again. 
T h i s Is t r u e of all non-partisan offices w h e r e t h e r e w e r e m o r e t h a n t w o running for 
t h e s a m e ofllco, 
, * 


In this direct p r i m a r y t h e r e w e r e six p a r t y tickets, t h e Republican, Democratic, Progressive, Socialist, Prohi­ 
bition, a n d non-partisan—all to be tallied o n s e p a r a t e tally s h e e t s . 
In o t h e r words, t h e m e n w h o tolled on t h e 
election b o a r d s w e r e doing t h e w o r k of s i x s e p a r a t e elections. 
' 


T h e direct p r i m a r y l a w is a farce from its v e r y beginning, b e c a u s e i t does not show the .result of the peoples' 
choice. 
N i n e t y per cent of the v o t e r s were totally u n a c q u a i n t e d with ninety per cent of flie men and women who 
were running for nomination. The men on the election boards^ found ^ that whan the ballots were scanned the vot- 
.ers had struck blindly at namdSf-Bklpplngjaround over the ballot in.a.ma&n«}r that could mean nothing^but a,con-: 
ditlon of indecisive mind and dfslntereBte^ness.

If t h e people w o u l d now have a direct p r i m a r y in w h i c h t h e y could n o m i n a t e 
c o u n t y central c o m m i t t e e m e n a n d m e m b e r s of t h e a s s e m b l y , leaving all other p a r t i s a n offices t o b e filled b y a con­ 
v e n t i o n a f t e r w a r d s , t h e p r i m a r y would b e simplified a n d t h e result much n e a r e r t o being t h e voice of t h e people 
t h a n Is t h e c a s e imder t h e p r e s e n t direct prinjary .law. N o v o t e r can choose from a g r e a t m a s s of names, m a d e u p 
of m e n and w o m e n from all over t h e s t a t e , a n d d o t h a t choosing with a n y s e n s e of Intelligence. 


Lastly, t h e direct p r i m a r y Is a n e n o r m o u s e x p e n s e to those w h o wish t o r u n for office. 
It Is m o r e 
e x p e n s i v e 
t h a n a general election, costing t h e m e n w h o r u n for s t a t e offices t h o u s a n d s of dollars. 
It m a k e s it Impossible for 
a poor m a n , o r even a m n n in m o d e r a t e c i r c u m s t a n c e s , t o r u n a campaign. 
M e n of undoubted ability a r e t h u s pre­ 
vented from 
g e t t i n g a place on t h e ballot. 
It is a rich m a n ' s game, o r t h e g a m e of a m a n w h o will sell himself 
t o groups of people with plenty of money. 
It costs a l a w y e r a t least $5000 to r u n for t h e position of superior 
iudge. 
In t h e event t h a t h e conducts his c a m p a i g n to win. It m a k e s It impossible to elect a n y m a n to a p a r t i s a n or non 
p a r t i s a n office without t h e aid of a huge a m o u n t of money.

Probably the funniest Rtory that has been circulated during a poli­ 
tical campaign, or at any other time, was the one- whicb spread like wild 
flre on election day. 


It concerned J. L. Matthews, Covina postniaater and editor of tbe 
Argufl. 
Those persons who have a standing grouch against Matthews, rolled 
the morsel on their tongues and repeated it with many growing exaggera­ 
tions. 
It was told with such gusto and apparent earnestness that people all 
over the valley came to believe that there must be sometblngln it. 


Matthews came out from Los Angeles in his machine on the morning 
of election day and voted in his precinct. 
Then he drove back to the head­ 
quarters of Prank C. Roberts at the Hollenbeck hotel. 
He has been manag­ 
ing the campaign for Prank Roberts for congress. 


Almost immediately after he had gone, a story began to circulate to 
the effect that federal Inspectors had arrested Matthews while he was In 
Covina that morning, and that he had been taken to Los Angeles and put in 
Jail. 
The story varied as to his gnilt. 
Some said he had been accused of 
trying to steal ballots out of the box. 
One man, the windiest windjammer in 
the Covina valley, gave big version, whicb was to the effect that Matthews 
had been arrested for pernicious activity in politics, and that he had been 
indicted before the grand Jury on three counts—there's no telling v;hat these 
counts were.

- Co being splashed wltb vitriol there 
Is only one thing to &o—mnh for the^ 
nearest water and plunge the burnt 
member into i t If tbe fbce be splash­ 
ed It should be instantly Immersed In 
a twwl or pail of water, or in a lake or 
river if these be handy. The object is 
ip dilute the acid as quickly as pos­ 
sible and so check Its rapid corrosion 
of tbe flesh, for if let alone it will eat 
In to a great depth. 


Having washed away the add, cover 
the wound at once with some alkali, 
such as limewater or milk of magne­ 
sia. 
If these arb not obtainable suds 
made from pnre soap will do. Then 
treat the wounds as ordinary bums-1 grocer, 
are treated. If the mouth be burned it 
should be rinsed out with water, fol­ 
lowing this with limewater 
milk of 
magnesia, which should be kept in the 
month as long as possible. 


A burn from ammonia, though not 
nearly so serious as one from add, is 
very painful. 
It should be, treated 
wltb a diluted acid wash made from 
vinegar or the Juice of a lemon or 
lime. Afterward it should be coated 
with gum tragacantb or gum arable-

COLUMBUS, O.. Aug. 22. — Other 
states have prisoners 
working 
in 
"honor squads"'on roads 
or 
employ 
them in penitentiary shops, but it re­ 
mained^ for Ohio to establish a model 
factory system 
for 
convicts. 
This 
plant, going at full blast today, is not 
within the penitentiary walls. 
It is 
at a little place called Qoble, a 
few 
miles from here. 
There 70 prisoners 
work six days a week making bricks. 
No guards stand by to see that they 
do not escape, They are alone exceut 
for 10 skilled brick makers, all 
em­ 
ployed by the state, who direct 
the 
work. 


The men live in 
a big dormitory 
built by themselves. 
They have 
a 
baseball diamond nearby and a small 
baseball league has been 
organized 
among the 70 prisoners. They have a 
band which furnishes concerts every 
aiKht, 
But their favorite diversion \s 
the holding of a ,mock trial.

take delight in addressing the jury 
and in giving ponderous "Judicial" de­ 
cisions.

A gleaming white orchard in Char­ 
ter Oak. covered from the base of the 
tfee to the widest spread of branches 
with common whitewash, is attract­ 
ing the attention of hundreds of ranch­ 
ers -from all over the county. 
It M 
the ten acres of S. W. Funk, situated 
on the boulevard, and Is an experi­ 
ment in the killing of all kinds of 
scale and vermin. 


The 
sight of an orchard 
paintigd 
white is in Itself something out of tlie 
ordinary. 
People have become useVl 
to seeing the trunks of trees white­ 
washed, but when a whole orchard, 
foliage and twi^s and trunk stands out 
In a coat of.white, it causes wonder­ 
ing comment. 


The experiment is being tried by 
Mr. Funk principally for the purpose 
of elimlhatlhg black scale, and in this 
regard, he says that he is already sure 
that it will be an effective method of 
combattiyg this persistent pest. 
He 
has 
discovered 
that ail Vfxe young 
scale already hatched out at the time 
of whitewashing has been killed, and 
that as fast a s the scale hatches out 
of the old shells and crawls on the 
whitewash, they drop to the ground 
and die. 


The owner of the orchard believes 
there is no doubt but that the white­ 
wash will do away with all kinds of 
fungus, especially the mossy growth 
on the trunks of trees and on the 
limbs. 
He believes that 
there wi|l 
not be a chance for the brown rot and 
blue mold to work on the fruit. 


On the theory that white is a non­ 
conductor of heat, Mr. Funk believes 
that the intense heat of midsummer, 
which causes fruit to ripen too rapidly, 
will be abated, and that the fruit will 
hang on the tree at least a month 
longer than is the case at present. He 
says there is a marked change in tem­ 
perature in his orchard. 


When the lime washes oft in the 
winter, it will go into the ground and 
act as a fertilizer, the Charter Oak 
rancher asserts, and that the cost of 
the lime is' therefore taken from-the 
dost'of/whifew&silng, 
as lime' is -V 
valuable fertilizer.and 
sweetener^of 
the soli. 
• ' . 


The orchard was sprayed with a 
solution of 160 pounds of lime to 250 
gallons of water. 
This Is a weaker 
solution than the government is rec­ 
ommending for the spraying of pear 
trees in the northern part of the state, 
where they 
are • 
fighting 
deciduous 
pests with whitewash. 
The weaker 
solution is used because it sticks on 
the foliage better. 
The heavier solu­ 
tion Is Inclined to cake and crack and 
peel off. 


Lastly, Mr. Funk is sure that all 
kinds of fungus and scale of the fnilt 
will be kept oft by the solution. 
He 
has tried the immersion of oranges in 
lime and says that the scale comes off 
easily.
